Before August, 1872, the duty on imported salt 
was 18 cents per hundred pounds in bulk, and 24 
cents per hundred pounds in bags, which duty 
was equal to an average of 140 per cent on the 
bulk salt, aud 85 per cent on ths salt in bags. 
By the act of August, 1872, the duty was reduced 
to 8 cents por hundred poands in bulk, and 12 
cents per hundred pounds in bags, leaving the 
tax oo bulk salt at 62 per cent, and on bag salt 
at 4 per cent. It cost years of agitation and 
unremitting effort to obtain this reduction, aud 
it was unally obtained in spite of predictions of 
che utter annihilation of the domestic produc- 
tien of salt.

GAGE AND HESING. : 
The vindictiveness aod fary with which Mr. 
Hesing aud the Slaats-Zeitung are following 
Mr. Gago show very clearly that they are not 
secking to redress public wrong or rebuke 
official misdoing, but, on the other hand, ure 
simply beut upon wreaking personal revenge. 
Such conduct as this is clearly persecution. It 
springs from unworthy motives aud accomplishes 
no good. It is selfish, mean, and base. It adds 
to popular prejudice without reason, and does 
not help the city. Mr. Gage bas done enough 
for which he is legally responsible, withou: 
having personal persecution heaped upon him 
also. We bare no disposition to apolo- 
gize for Mr. Gage. He has  deliber- 
ately and repeatedly violated the law. 
the provisions and penalties of which 
are as clear as the sunlight ; and he has no rea- 
son to complain if he has to suffer those penal- 
ties to the utmost. Bat this is no reason why 
Mr. Hesing should seek to improve the oppor- 
tunity by taking an unmanly persoual revenge. 
More than this, for the sake of public decency 
if for no other, Mr. Hesing should not only 
refrain from persecution, but he should keep a re- 
spectful sileace, and have very lictle to Say about 
the matter one way or the other. Those who 
are to take a prominent part in the investigation 
of this misdoing, or in providing for its punish- 
ment, should have clean bands themselves. 
Their own connection with official affairs 
must be clear of suspicion. Those who have 
been grabbing public money themselves have 
no right to comment upon Mr. Gage’s conduct. 
Mr. Hesing belongs to this class, and the only 
difference between the two men is that Mr. Hes- 
ing got a law passed which enabled him to do it 
with impunity, while Mr. Gage did it in violation 
of law. Mr. Hesing is a legal grabber of public 
money; Mr. Gage an illegal one. Moreover, Mr. 
Gage proposes to pay his back, and Mr. Hoasing 
does not. Mr. Hesiug has been printing a paper 
for some years past, and during this time has 


During the last eight years, there has been paid 
to Mr. Hesing for this useless publication, out of 
the City Treasury, the sum of $35,827. 
We submit, therefore, that Mr. Hesivg, with 
$85,827 in his hands, is not the man to stand up 
and accuse Mr. Gage of taking public money, 
still less to take advantage of Mr. Gage’s down- 
fall to feed his private malice. The best course 
for him to pursue is to keep entirely quiet, how- 
ever difficult that may be, and allow those to 
settle this matter who have not so much public 
money in their pockets, At present, Mr. Hes- 
ing 's furious malice is fully as offensive to the 
community as Mr. Gage's defalcation.

OFFICIAL OATHS. 

One reason for the numerous defalca‘ions and 
other acts of official dishonesty which are just 
now so abundant, may be traced to the fact that 
the oath of office is so lightly regarded, especial- 
ly where that oath is taken at stated times, and 
so frequently that it becomes at last a mere 
form,—a habit which a man performs mechan- 
ically, as he would put on his coat or take off his 
hat. Gradually it loses ite solemnity. The offi- 
cial goes before a Notary, holds up his band, 
listens to the drone of the Notarv, and nods his 
head, and has performed an official act, which 
probably has not haif so much importance to 
him as the signing of a check for twenty- 
five dollars would have. There are few 
men who would willingly and delib- 
erately violate an oath, even if it involved no 
legal penalty, if that oath were administered to 
them in all its solemnity, aad placed before them 
in such a, manner that they were impress- 
ed with its sanctity and with the obli- 
gations which it devolved upon them. 
Where the oath is accompanied with a severe 
legal penalty for its violation, as zn the case o 
the oath which ex-City Treasurer Gage was 
obliged to take every month, a man would hesi- 
tate still longer before he violated it. The ad- 
ministering of the oath, the assumption of it, and 
everything connected with it, have become a 
mere business form. The most dreadful part o“ 
the accusation against Mr. Gage is, that he could 
go before a Notary every month, and swear that 
he had not appropriated any of the city money 
to his own use, with the penalty before him that 
a violation of this oath was willfal perjury. 
Years ago, a Street-Commissioner was punished, 
in this city, for adding fictitious names to his 
pay-rolla. drawing the money on them, and then 
making oath to the correctness of his state- 
ment. This is the only case we can recall 
where the penalty has been imposed for official 
perjury. The sanctity of the oath will not have 
binding force until the penalty is enforced. 
Then, and not till then, will the oath cease to be 
a matter of mere form and become a matter

Holding, as we do, that a glaring infraction of 
law has been committed, and that it should not 
go unpunished, we still do not consider Mr.

We never heard of his cheating 
anybody. His fault has been rather in the op- 
posite directioo—that of allowing other people 
to cheat him. But we cannot admit that the 
circumstances under which he came into office 
were tantamount to an authorization to him to 
speculate with the city funds. Certainly no- 
body would have voted for him if that purpose 
had been avowed.

SPEAKER BLAINE AS A WHIPPING-POST. 

In advance of the aesembliag of Congress, we 
took occasion to express our views as to the 
absurd demands that were made on Speaker 
Blaine to exclude Credit-Mobilier Congressmen 
and those accepting ‘‘ back-pay ” from all places 
of influence on committees. We observe that a 
large portion of the Democratic press, with here 
and there a Republican paper, keep up these 
criticisms since the committees were announced. 

The persovs aimed at as Credit-Mobilier Con- 
gressmen are Messrs. Dawes, Kelley, Garfield, 
and Scofield, generally recognized as among the 
ablest men in Congress. Of their actual guilt 
or innocence in the matter charged, we here 
avouch nothing. A committee of iavestigation, 
after three months“ labor, ‘reported nothing 
aguinst any one of them. Some individual mem- 
bers of the House, not satisfied with tbe conclu- 
sious of the Committee, introduced resolutions 
of censure, and these were promptly and almost 
indignantly laid upon the table by a vote 80 


overwhelming that we believe the ayes and noes” 


were not evea asked for. Now, under these 
cumstances, will any one tell us on what 
Speaker Blaine could constitute himself a J 
and proceed to administer a seatence of severe 
punishment without a verdict of guilty being 
found—nay, more, after a verdict of acquittal and 
exoneration had been found by the only tribu- 
nal, aside from their constituencies, competent 
to try the alleged offenders. 

But the exercise of such a discretion on the 
part of the Speaker becomes still more absurd 
when it is applied to the salary-grabbers. The 
same papers that demanded the disranxing of 
the Credit Mobilierites demanded, with still 
loader voice, the decapitation of all who took 
back-pay. Now, if this policy had been followed 
by the Speaker, it would have invoived the dis- 
placement from all important committees of 
well-nigh four-fifths of all the old members who 
were re-elected,—for of the entire one hundred 
and tweniy-five scarcely thirty refused to take 
the back-pay. These wise gentlemen, who have 
so fully instructed the Speaker as to his duty in 
organizing the House, would have bad him pass 
a judgment which belongs wholly and solely to 
the constituency. Speaker Blaine himself, 
prompty and conclusively, and in advance, di- 
vorced himself from all connection with back- 
pay. That for himself was well and wise, and it 
would have been well and wise had others fol- 
lowed his example. But for him to set up as 
public conscience-keeper and whipping-post to 
administer the punishment which the back-pay 
men will in due time get from their constituents, 
would have been arrogant, presumptuous, and 
unprecedented. 

When the members were sworn in on the first 
day of the session, it was found that fifty-two of 
them—nearly one-fifth of the entire House— 
were compelled to take the modified oath by 
reason of their participation in the Rebellion. 
ere were fifty-twomen, headed by the Vice-Pres- 
ident of the Rebel Confederacy, forgiven, amnes- 


tied, and restored to civil rights. We have ob- 


served in some papers a sharp outcry against 
putting any of these men on committees of im- 
portance, as though the Speaker had the slight- 
est right to go back of the amnesty and seek to 
punish the individual crime—and certainly their 
crime was in its essence the darkest and deepest 
a citizen can commit. Some over-zealous Re- 
publicans feel very sore that Alexander H. 
Stephens and L. C. C. Lamar should be on 
prominent committees, though we observe that 
some Democratic papers that ferociously assail 
Dawes and Garfield welcome our Southern 
brethren with open ums to places of honor. 

Thus, in looking over the whole field, we find 
from one quarter a cry that no man whose name 
was even remotely associated with Credit Mo- 
bilier should have any recognition on commit- 
tees; from another quarter comes the demand 
with still more vebemence that no man of the 
hundred or more who took the back-pay 
should be allowed any voice on committees. 
Still another phase of opinion cries out that no 
one of the fifty-two members who, by his ina- 
bility te take the iron-clad oath, openly avowed 
that he had been a Rebel against the Govern- 
ment, shall have any place of honor what- 
ever in the organization of the House. 
Now, pray tell us, who should Speaker Blaine 
appoiot on committees? By your cries and de- 
nunciations you would have him disfranchise 
well-nigh two-thirds of the entire body, and ele- 
vate his individual judgment over law, and right, 
and usage. The Speaker might just as well say 
that the members of the classes referred to 
should not be heard in debate or vote on the 
roll-call, as to deciare that they should have no 
voice or vote on committees where the legisla- 
tion is really and effectively shaped and settied. 
Upon what authority, pray,would Speaker Blaine 
proceed to practically disfranchise 200 constitu- 
encies from their proper representation in the 
councils of the nation ? ' 

In conclusion, the whole matter rests with the 
constituency in the first place who elect the 
member, and in the second place with the House 
who can censure or expel him. But a member 
regularly elected and duly sworn in, who has in 
no measure received the censure or disapproba- 
tion of the House, w entitled to full, fair, and 
complete recognition at the Speaker’s hands. It 
is idle to shout as against the Speaker that he 
was accused by somebody of dealing in Credit- 
Mobilier stock ; it is idle to say that he took the 
back-pay, as nearly the entire House did; 
it is idle to say that he was a Rebel and 
fought against the Government in the 
hour of its extremest peril. All these facts are 
legitimate considerations for the constituency 
when the man is a candidate, or for the House 
when the man is sworn in; but, being elected 
and sworn in, the Speaker hes no possible right 
to interpose auy discrimination whatever. To 


have followed the sage advice of some news- 


papers on the points involved, Speaker Blaine 
would have been compelled to practically dis- 
franchise nearly two hundred Representative 
Distriots—or well-nigh two-thirds of the whole 
United States—from all effective voice in the 
national legislation.

PENNSYLVANIA CONSTITUTION. | 

The adoption cf the new Constitution in the 

State of Penneylvariais one of the greatest popu- 
lar triumpbe that has occurred for many years. 
There was no State in which the Government 
was more corruptly administered, and none in 
which corruption was more easily practiced than 
m Pennsylvania. The old Constitution was 
wholly inapplicable to modern institutions, aud 
never contemplated the personal and official do- 
pravity which have become so powerful in 
modern politics. The Convention which framed 
the new Constitution was composed of the 
ablest men in the State, selected for their pro- 
fessional eminence and their personal integrity. 
It was free of all partisan bias and prejudice. 
It addressed itself to the preparation of a Con- 
stitution that would in an especial manner pro- 
tect the property and the liberties of the citizen 
against the persons elected to administer the 
Government. It sought to make official dis- 
honesty impossible, and surrounded it with 
such restraints and penalties as will make 
the practice of it heroafter dangerous. 
The City of Philadelphia has for a long 
time been in the control of a mob of political 
ruffians, composed of the worst elements of both 
political parties. For many years elections in 
that city have been a broad farce, all respectable 
people conceding them to be fraudulent. The 
whole election machinery of that city has been 
in the hands of this mob, and this mob bas been 
the bitter opponent of the new Constitution. An 
attempt was made to array tke Republicans of 
the State against the new Constitution, on the 
that, if it were adopted, it would destroy 

the Republican majority in Philadelphia, and 
thereby endanger the ascendancy of that party 
in the State. All the Republican papers of Penn- 
sylyania controlled by Federal officers have been 
v t in their opposition to it, but the 
people of the State, without distinctiou of party, 
have rejected all mere appeals of politicians, and 
have ratified the Constitution by a majority that 
lea ves no doubt as to ite universal acceptability. 
A great many clergymen of various denomi- 

natious were weak enough to preach sermons 
against the new Constitution, because it pro- 
hibited the appropriation or expenditure of any 
public money for any sectarian purpose, and 


prohibited any railroad company from issuing 


avy free pass or half fare ticket to apy person 
or class of persons. The Pennsylvania Legis- 
lature bas long had an unenviable notoriety for 
corruption, and the Constitution aims to break 
this up, and generally place the State Govern- 
ment on an honest and reputable foundation. 
In many of its features, the new Oonstitution 
has been modeled after that of Illinois, adopt- 
ing, in various particulars, the exact language 
of our Constitution. Its adoption, and by such 
an overwhelming majority, will be an eman- 
cipation of t he State from the thraldom of the 
great corporate monopolies, and their agents, 
the managers of both political parties.

REPEAL OF THE BANKRUPT LAW. 
The House of Representatives, by a very de- 
cided vote, on Tuesday passed a bill repealing 
the Bankrupt law, except so far as relates to 
cases already begun, and in which bankruptcy 
has been declared; but in these cases the fees 
and the costs are hereafter to be but one-half 
those now allowed. The attempt to ante-date 
the repeal so as to release Jay Cooke & Co. from 
the proceedings against them under the law 
failed, and very justly. Its object was too evi- 
dent, and the effort to disguise it by having it 
supported by Democrats, did not deceive any 
person. Tbe bill now goes to the Senate, where 
it will probably rest until after the reassembling 
of Congress in January. How far that body will 
agree in the repeat of the law cannot be fore- 
seen. There are bills pending in the Senate,— 
one proposed by Senator Logan, for the repeal of 
the whole law, and one by Scnator Morton, for 
the repeal of all that authorizes involuntary 
baukruptey. 
We suppose that Senators and Representatives 
have considered the effect of the repeal of this 
law. Under the law, an iasolvent is compelled, 
in the distribution of his estate, to divide the 
same honestly and equitalily among all his cred- 
itors. He is compelled on oath to disgorge all 
his property, and must, in order to obtain a dis 
charge, turn out 50 cents on the dollar of his 
debts. No one creditor can pounce upon @ 
debtor and with snap judgments sweep away 
all his property, to the destruction of 
the debtor and to the exclusion of al! 
other creditors. When this law is repealed, there 
will be an immediate return to the old system of 
collusion between debtors and some preferred 
creditor, fraudulent assignments, and generally 


to all the dishonest praciices by which men seek 


to evade payment of their honest debts 

The effect of this repeal will be felt instantly 
upon the credit system. Men can now buy 
goods on credit under the guarantee of the Bank- 
rupt law that they can make no assignments of 
their property, confess no judgments to pre- 
ferred creditors, cannot remove the property, 
and must pay 50 per cent of the debt. However 
unfortunate they may be, they eannot act dis- 
honestly. To repeal this law is to repeal this 
guarantee. It is to expose every creditor to all 
the chances of being defrauded by debtors, and 
consequently must produce a contraction of 
credits. It is stated that the present law is op- 
pressive in some things, and that it is especially 
expensive. These evils or imperfections can 


easily be corrected. In the bill as passed by 


the House, the fees and coste of the cases yet 
to be determined are reduced one-half, and it was 
just as easy to have continued the law and made 
the like reduction. The repeal of this law is in 
the interest of a Jarge class of bankers, brokers, 
and jobbers in other people’s money, who, if 
the law be repealed, can close their doors, make 
an assignment, and compel their unfortunate 
creditors to settle their claims at from 10 to 40 
cents ou the dollar. It is to be hoped that 
the Senate will not act so hastily in legislating 
for the re-establishment of fraud and the en- 
couragement of dishonesty. 
—
